London, Aug. 3.—Sir W illiam Grove 
Is dead. 
The 
Rt.-Hon. Sir W illiam 
Robert Grove, D. C. L., LL. D., P. C., 
F. R. S., was born July ll , 1811. 
He 
was educated at Oxford, where he pro­ 
ceeded to the degree of M. A. in 1833. 
Two years later he was called to the 
bar at Lincoln’s inn. 
Being 
tempo­ 
rarily prevented by ill health from fol­ 
lowing the legal profession he turned 
his attention to the study of electricity, 
and succeeded in 1839 in contriving the 
powerful voltaic battery which bear* 
his name, and the gas battery. 
Sir W illiam made several im portant 
discoveries in e le c trify and optics, and 
he was the author of a rem arkable lec­ 
ture delivered in January, 1842, and 
printed by the m anagers on “The Pro­ 
gress of Physical Science 
Since 
the 
Opening of the London 
Institution.” 
In this lecture he announced the doc­ 
trine of the m utual convertibility of tho 
various natural forces—heat, light and 
electricity—and 
of their 
being 
all 
modes of motion or forms of persistent 
force. The doctrine is further developed 
in his famous essay on “The Correla­ 
tion of the Physical Forces,” on which 
he gave a course of lectures.

Oth­ 
er countries in Europe have, in the ag­ 
gregate, a large am ount of silver in 
circulation and are in like situation. 
“In England there is a growing senti­ 
m ent for 
international 
bim etallism , 
em bracing her political economists,her 
professors of universities, as also her 
m anufacturers, 
agriculturists, 
ship­ 
ow ners engaged in foreign trade, and 
m any o fher leading bankers, and those 
especially trading w ith 
her 
depend­ 
encies, chiefly w ith India, em bracing 
all classes. 
These are united into a 
form idable organization to promote bi­ 
m etallism . On the continent the states 
of the Latin union, except Switzerland, 
are practically united. 
There is 
strong sentim ent in Germany in the 
sam e direction. The international bi­ 
m etallists are thoroughly organized in 
France, Germany, Belgium and 
Hol­ 
land. They have the full sym pathy of 
th eir governm ents—in France, Belgium 
and H olland—and largely the support 
of the public representative 
men 
in 
both Germany and England. 
“The Brussels conference m et a t an 
inopportune tim e and without sufficient 
preparation and consultation with gov­ 
ernm ents invited to participate. 
Such 
a conference, when held, should be pre­ 
ceded by a carefully digested plan for 
discussion prepared in advance by the 
leading governments. 
Thus it was at 
Brussels th at Germany and A ustria and 
some of the sm aller states were not 
perm itted to act and vote in the con­ 
ference, and therefore it was a failure 
as respects im m ediate results, but it 
accomplished one thing of great value, 
nam ely, a general recognition of a seri­ 
ous evil th a t 
required 
a 
practical 
remedy. 
“The bim etallists of Europe embrace 
the leading w riters and professors of 
political economy in the great univer­ 
sities, also those who are foremost in 
m onetary affairs in France, 
Belgium 
and Holland, and leading statesm en in 
England, who are of the party now in 
power. Otto Arendt, a leading bim etal­ 
list, in the June num ber of the North 
American Review offers this solution: 
“ ‘T hatthe nations in common create an 
unlim ited demand for silver at a fixed 
gold price, and in this way create a 
fixed ratio, then the United States, as 
well as other countries, may open their 
m ints to silver, and then that which is 
unattainable by compulsion will 
be 
done volutarily—silver will 
again be 
coined. A constant interchange of opin 
ions is going on am ong European bi­ 
m etallists in order to work out the de­ 
tails of such a procedure. As soon as 
the program m e is agreed on, which is 
to be done a t a conference soon to be 
held in Brussels, it will be the task of 
practical politics to subm it the pro­ 
gram m e to a m onetary conference.’ 
“It is seen from w hat I have stated, 
and much more of like tenor might 
be stated, that the silver question is a 
vital one in a world-wide sense, and 
> 
that international bim etallism is m ak­ 
ing rapid progress in Europe, and if we 


are seemingly changing their views.

Its Business and Adjourns. 
London, Aug. 3.—At Sunday’s sitting 
of the international socialist labor and 
trade union 
congress 
the 
delegates 
adopted, after a great deal of discus­ 
sion, the report of the economic indus­ 
trial commission, reaffirming the reso­ 
lutions of the Paris congress of 1889, 
including those in 
support 
of eight 
hours for a day’s work, the abolition 
of child labor up to the age of 16, tho 
prohibition of night work in all trades 
where there is no necessity for it and 
the abolition of all tariffs and duties 
on articles of consumption. H err Lieb- 
knecht, the socialist member of 
the 
German reichstag, who was chairm an 
of the day, announced th at Paris, New 
York and a German city had been sug­ 
gested for the meeting-place of the con­ 
gress of 1899. 
The congress declined 
to go to a German city, but the partic­ 
ular spot was not decided upon and the 
session ended with 
the 
singing 
of 
Auld Lang Syne,” the “M arseillaise,” 
the “Carmagnole,” and with three 
cheers for the socialist revolution. 


W ashington, Aug. 3.—Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, chairm an of the dem ocrat­ 
ic national committee, has returned to 
W ashington.

“But suppose the populists do nomi­ 
nate another candidate for the presi­ 
dency, w hat will be the situation? Mr 
Bryan received a thousand 
votes 
in 
their convention, and then this centra 
committee, composed of a few 
men 
comes along and nom inates a new man 
It will simply mean a disruption and 
disorganiation of the populist party. 
“We all know that we are going to 
have either Bryan and Sewall or Mc­ 
Kinley and Hobart. The best men and 
the most intelligent of the populist par­ 
ty will vote for Bryan and Sewall.” 
In conclusion Senator Jones compli­ 
mented the populists of the north and 
west as broad-minded 
and 
patriotic 
men. 
On the other hand he said the 
populists of the south were out for 
“nothing but spoils.” 
Mr. Jones said 
he did not propose to allow Mr. W atson 
to “bluff” him into withdrawing Sewall. 
He said he was willing to make fair 
and proper arrangements with the pop­ 
ulists in the matter of electoral tickets, 
but he did not propose to consent to any 
improper arrangements.

The German carp is a vicious fish 
after a fashion, and the kind of brains 
It has is described by W. F. Meehan iii 
the Fishing Gazette. Says Mr. Meehan: 
“On© day in early June in 1893 or 
1894, iii Montgomery county, Pa.. I waa 
watching the spawning bed of black 
bass iii Perkiomen Creek from a bridge 
overhead, when along came a number 
of large German 
carp. 
One made a 
feint toward the nest, and when a t­ 
tacked by the black bass fled. 
While 
the bass was in pursuit the remainder 
of the carp darted in, and in a twink­ 
ling devoured the spawn in the nest. 
I waded out to the bass nest later and 
found scarcely an egg in it. 
I was told 
afterward of a similar case in the same 
stream.” 
The Pennsylvania report of 
the State Commissioners of Fisheries 
says that “there are few' fishes more 
heartily 
anathemized 
by 
American 
anglers than the carp. 
They fail tc 
see a redeeming feature in the creature, 
and charge it with many bad ones, the 
most serious of which is that it is a 
more inveterate spawn eater than the 
eel,” and the anglers fear that it will 
in a few years practically exterminate 
all the valuable food and game fishes 
despite the efforts of the various fish 
commissioners. 
The carp furnishes 
the angler little or no sport, because it 
refuses to take the ordinary lures of­ 
fered. 
Its flesh is not popular with 
American fish eaters, as it is in E ur­ 
opean countries, where as early as 1227 
it was cultivated in Austria. 
It is not 
known exactly who 
first 
introduced 
carp into American waiters, nor exactly 
when it was done, but Mr. Poffe, a Cali­ 
fornian, some time before 1870, is be­ 
lieved to have been the man. 
He is re­ 
garded in much the same light as the 
introducer of the English sparrow in­ 
to the United States, and the misguided 
men who turned English rabbits into 
Australia.
